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Ofal which S. Auguſlin writes moſt diuinely

a lakes, hee heard him ſay, hee thanked God, 
hee had had a good ſtoole. Thus you ſee,

haue, wanton, or moſt haue, idle. To which 
purpoſe Iremember in my rymung daies, I 
wrote a ſhort Elegie vpõ a homely Emblem; 
vrhich both verſe and Embleme, they haue 
t vp in Cloac ina chappell, at my houſe ve- 
ry ſolemaly; And Iam the willinger to im- 
parte it to my friendes, becauſe I proteſt 
to youtrulie, a ſober Gentleman proteſted 
to me ſeriouſlie; that the conceit of the pic- 
ture and the verſe was an occaſion to put ho- 
neſt and good thoughts into his minde.
